Calling is that whole workminſhip of God, « here- 
by te pulls the foule from a bad c{tateto a good ; beit 
longer in working or ſhorter, dark: ror clearer, eaffer or 
harder, 1ts the drawirg it trom daiknetlcto light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God, £&526.:8. that from 
whence its drawn, 1s an unregen*rateeſtate : that where- 
tois faith, It may be conceived to [fand in theſe two 
parts, either the preparing work of calling, or the finiſh- 
ing : The former 1s that by which the Lord finding the 
heart uncapable ofa promiſe, brings it and prepares tt to 


 beſucha one as may fee it ſelf capableand underacondi- 


tion of beleiving : for it ſucceeds the condition of the 
Law, and inſtead of doe this, ſaith, believe this and live ; 
It is part]y legal), and partly evangellicall : when the 
Spirit of God by both, leaves ſuch an impreſſion in a 
troubled ſoule under the Spirit of bondage to ſo much 
hope as works the heart to mourning and brokennes, to 
delire of mercy, toeſteem 1t, and to be nothing in its own

Ifthe Law bath thus ſetled a load upon conſcience 
then ſhe may conclude that ſhe is undera condition of 
eaſe, and hope of pardon 3 if thou feel then that the Lord 
hath thee at his infinite advantage, thou may lt concc1ve 
ſome comfort in the midlt of thy trights, and allthough

chootethe hizard of a promiſe ( allthough hard to be- 
lievc)rather then bedeſperate and diſdainerocomein to 
{eek reconciliation : Let all then who would be under 
hope prove themſelves to be under ſtreights ; for no G- 
ther are under a poſibllity of mercy,but lie under the ab- 
ſolute condition of wrath ; when they ſce the ſeaſon Jet 
them ply fitteſt mediſons, 2sa word in ſeaſon 1s as apples 
of gold, ſure 1t js that for Jack of Counſe]] Gods people 
doe milcarry often times, as appears in their agonies and 
fears, that when their ſpirit1s unableto ſuſtaine it (elfe, 
they are ready to faint and give over, yea ſometimes lay 
violent hands upon themſe]ves, oh1n ſuch a ſtate diſcern 
t heſtate of ſuch a poor ſoule and pitty it, Be ye ob Pricſts 
of the Lord cloathed with ſackcloath, 2 Chron, 6. 41. Doe 
not apply your (elves harſhly to a heart overloaden all- 
ready,rather give wine to ſnch that they may forget their 
ſorrow, Prov, 31. 6, Bleſſed is he that conſidereth wiſely 
of ſuch a condition, let terror ſerve for the deſperate and 
refractory finners,that they may come under Gods chain, 
but ſuch as are bound in it already muſt not be oppreſſed 
more, as if there were no fuccour for them, no balmein 
Gilead; but let this door of hope ſtand upon the latch rea- 
dy to open unto them,for God will not be angry for ever 
leaſt fleſh ſhould faile : Although our hope be ſmall yer 
becauſe our ſtrength is great 3 confider whether it js not 
better to venture upon uncerſtain hopes then upon aſſu- 
red woe; thy caſeis as the four leapers, 2 Kings 7. 4. If 
we ſay, we enter into the City, then the famine is in the City, and

17s by all wich its evident that till 
we be one with God in Chriſt we are without him in the 
worid.the Lord abhorring all rc)ations that want union, 
but iFonce united then he is in us we in him, hedwelsin 
us wein him as inhabitants 1n his houſe and the ſoul in 
the body, he is one with us weare of him, x Cor. 1.30. in 
him, Jobr.17. fleſhof his fleth, he is our huſband and we 
are his ſpouſe, and therfore hence floweth al! vertue vi- 
gour and power tnto us that 1s meet forour ſupport ei- 
ther carthly or ſpiritu1ll till our unfon be perfected in 
glory, we are ingraffed into him as a ſcience into a ſtock 
which fetcheth all its nouriſhment thence, as the to ſeals of 
baptiſm and the Lords ſupper doe tipifie there being no poſſevil:- 
ty of the communion of the latter without the union of the firſt. 

Union is the firſt priviledge of the condition of a man 
called ifſning from hence, being indeed the complement 
of faith, for taith determines calling and begins union 
whereby the beleiving ſoul is ſo brought home and knit 
to God 1n Chriſt that 1t loſes her former corrupt eſtate of 
cutting off from God and puts on a new of being one 
with the Lord and he with it, that ſo that ſoul may be 
fraight.with-true titles and intreſt to all good things 
which either the Lord can convey or the tou! receive, 
and that in a farre better kinde and meaſure then ever 
Adam was. 

Union with God is nece{[ary to all that would partake 
of his grace, foras it was in the Creation till the Lord 
had-breathd the ſpirit of life and himſelte in him, Adam 


could have no communion with God, fo itis in the ” 
Conc

c6nd creation, no benefit, no fruit thereof can come to 
the ſoule, till this fecond creation and union be, but this 
as by a channel the reſt follow, reconciliation with ami- 
ty, adoption with worſhip and liberty, &c. hence iris 
that our Saviour prefleth this, He that abides not in me, is 
as a branch cut from the vine, which withers ;, contrarily, he 
that abides in me draweth life from me and nouriſh- 
mept, he liveth in me, as the living arme receiveth ver- 
true of motion and ſtrength to be uſeful to the body from 
the head. 
The union of Grace is not like that of creation, net- 
ther in the meaſure, nor jn the inſtrument of jt ; not in 
the meaſure,for in the creation there was a total and ime- 
diat union in that kinde, and it was a perfe@ one having 
Gods image in it without let or impeachment ; but this 
union of Grace is an 1mperte& union for meaſure in this 
life, becauſe the reliques of corruption and the old Adam 
as droſſe mix themſelves with the ſoul, ſuffers not God 
and it ro knit fully, but as it is with the ſcience put into 
the clift of a ſtock, if there beany droſle in the clitt be- 
tween the ſtock and the ſcience 1t cannot be cloſe and 
grow perfectly : ſo here, the Lord and the foul cannot be 
{onerein this life, becauſe there 1s fo much ſcurf within 
us that God and we cannot cloſe, God being contrary or 
diſagreeing with Baa! ; and this appears further jn this. 
that the cſtate that anſwers Paradice is not of Grace, but 
that tocome 111 glory, when corruption and fin and death 
ſhall be ſwallowed up in corruption, full righteouſneſlſe 
and life, notthat thereis not eyen here atrue and real}

wants, Lut ſhe {till ſtrives to ſettle the b:ginning of holi- 
nefle alſo in the foul and an union, thereby alſo 1t applies

| Theetfect of this union, inhabiting, and indw<lling of 
the ipirit in that ſoul which is became one with himtelfe 
that ſoit may injoy communio1 and t<]lowſhip with him 
in that Intercourſe of all graces, prote&tion, upholaing, 
and rule as ſeem beſt to himſelfe ; fo that now God 1n 
Chriſt by the ſpirit is thatto the fonl which betore her 
inſts wereallin all, Lord and K ng, light and defence, 
Heaven and happinetle, as we ſee that the owner dwelis 
:n his houſe, the King in his Kingdome, and the foul in 
the boy, both for the welfare of the puſeſled and the ho- 
nour of the poſcſior, the ſame houſe of the foul, the ſame 
ſeat whici was before is (till, but new rule and law,much 
adoe there1s between Chriſt and old uſurping inmates, 
luſt, world, ſelfclove, pride, and revenge, yet the ſoule 
gives that preſidency to her Lord and ow up keys & 
poſeſſions to him, ſheis under his authority, ſhe ſwayes ® 
here by this kingdome ſet up in her, defends his houſe 
trom all thieves and intruders, he makes laws and wrights 
them in their hearts, ſo that as the wife is the glaſle of 
her huſbands purpoſes, will,and affections anſwering him 
as the face doth the face in water, ſo doth the Church an- 
{wer Chrifts ruling her,not withſtanding her diſquieting 
with old tirany of corruption in the world, whatſoever 
1ofuence, power, or authority, any had, either civill, 
matrimoniall, or of family, can bear over their body or 
the ſoul over the naturall body , that may be ſaid of this 
Lord, who is Father of all the families:pf his Churcb, 
Huſband of his Spouſe, Lord of his ſubje&s, the ſoul of 
his body, to a, direct, defend, providefor, and be all n

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all to her, till he bring her to glory, asa principle union 
cauſeth communion, ſo doth he communicate himſelf, 
all his wiſdome, humbleneſlſe, holineſſe, experience; to 
her, imparts himſelfto her as her needs are, in her ſtreigts 
he 1s her redemption, in her fears peace by juſtification, 
in her complaint of corruption her ſanification, tomor. 
tifie her, renew her.and foof thereſt ; this is to make her 
an habitation to himſelf by the ſpirit, not now and then 
ro come {tranger like, or upon pleaſure, as toa danquet 
houle fora day, but to walk 1n the midſt of her to chaſe 
away alldiitempers, and to allow her to walk before him 
in and out as his own, receiving honour from her as the 
brightnelle of his image, and affording to her proteCtion 
tor his own glory, 

It istrueall hang bies and time-ſervers, who have it at 
their tongues end, they are Gods, and they ſhall be ſaved 
how tew loeyer they are, bur they cannot prove it by a- 
ny iograiting of unton,no plucking offfrom the 01d ſtock 
appears 1n them, no planting into a new, no life of grace, 
no Chriſt to be theirs, no bringing to God by his fleſh 
and the union of it to God, no promiſe to faſten upon by 
which there may come one. ſpirit of God to be between 
them and God, and to unite both, as the ſpirit knit the 
{ſoul and body 1n'one, fo faith to handfaſt them, to marry 
them, tocut off their old ſeperation, to forgive and re- 
concilethem,and to reſtore them by the union of favour, 
acceptance, and lite, to the unton of Gods Image, his 
qualities and holinefs ; away you counterfeits, this rule 
argues that you are none of the Lords, becauſe old union 
continues; canatwig live in two ſtocks at once, if 1t 
cleave to the one mult it not renounce the other ? there- 
fore tremble, ye are (till cut off as branches that withereth 
and are as yet none of Gods, but in the gall of bitter- 
ncfle.

Moſt men quite omit to overſ{ce this Regeneration of 
faith, and begetting the ſoal to God, thinking there is no 
Regeneration, ſavc only renewing of the will, and chang. 
ing of the corrupt natureot 01d Ad from bad to good , 
ſo hereby they grow to this ablurd error, namely, to ima- 
gin that whenctlocyer any duty of morithcation or ho- 
linctle is urged, by and by, and withyut any more adoe 
they are the parties ſpoken to, and {> of themſelves can 
mortifte their own luſts, ceaſe to {wear lye or blaſpheam. 
Moſt eminent is that of 7zt. 3.5, 6. According to his 
mercy he ſaved us, by the waſhin7 of Regeneration, and renew- 
7zng of the Ho'y Ghoſt which þ2 fhed on us abund mtly through 
Chriſt our Sxvionr, that being juſtiff:4 by his grace we might be 
#14de beirs of life : who feeth not an evident Regenerati- 
on of the foul unto J.2d to be wrought before renewing 
of Gods Imige. Alike place 15 that of Jime2s 1.13, Of 
his own will h: bee 1t us, that w2 might be « k'nde of his firſt 
fruits of the creation : Whatis this firſt fruits? theearly 
work of faith, creating the ſoul again to God, and giving 
it the birthright of the firſt born beloved and accepted 
of God, by the word and faith, which 15 the 1inſtrameut 
of the ſpirit, by which Pax! had begotten them co God. 
The word preſents to the foul her lofle of God, not in 
a few beams or rayes of his, but his whole divinenature, 
life, and being ; like we know is the excellency of being, 
things thar are without life are in a ſort eſteemed not to 
be, and thoſe creatures that have a kinde cflite without 
moticn and ſence, although they have a growing lite, yet 
are but half ſubſiſting, as trees, and plants, a Gnatin re- 
ſpec of her life 1s a more exce]l-nt creature then a Cedar, 
the porelt crippleis of more excellent nature then the 
goodlieſt Elephant, a reaſonable being and life exceeds a 
{enſable life as much as a ſenſable exceeds a naturall or 
vegetable, how much more then doth a divine and ſpiri- 


tuall being exceed a reaſonable, if a mere ES 
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life of common inlightning and knowledg of Gods reyes 
led will, which 1s but a quality, doth ſo much exceed rea- 
ſon, as the ſpirit of an Ange] exceeds that {pjrit of a god- 
Iy man, how much more then doth a ſpirituall life and 
being of a beleiver exceed a ſupernaturali life cf know- 
ledge alone, all which I fpeas to ſhew that Adam lo{t, 
when he loſt the ſpiricuall being of his Creation, the 
Image, lite, and nature of him that created him iifrer his 
©eWwn pattern. This lofte of our betag,and true liteof God, 
:he Lord, by his Law preſents life to that ſonle, in which 
he purpoles to quicken up his ſecond lite of grace, by the 
i.ord Jeſus, that quickning Spirit, 1 Cor. 15. By this loſs 
man is {trtpt and deprived ofthe glory of God, that 1s, 
that excellent beauty 3nd honour, which thar life of God 
did retie& upon him : fo that Jacob ſard of Renbern, Thy 
dignity is gaze. | lay not that fin hath bereft man of his 
being, but that divineneile of being ſuſtained his reaſo- 
cable nature in a moſt firm manner of ſubſiſting, ſo that 
there is a deſolation of thts Image, and nothing left fave 
the bare ruines ofa frame without beauty or amtablenes, 
Ke is becomea meer emptineſle, a Chaos,and dunghill of 
confufion, the very relicks of himſelf : even as the ſad 
1nd difma!l earth, being bereft of the Sun, and influen- 
ces of Heaven, ditiers fromthe {weet ſeaſon of Hay, or 
the ſummer, whercin the 1s clad with all her beauty. Tt 
is a fad {ight toſeea Carkafle yoyd of life and breath of 
man, but to ſee ſuch a Carkafle as wants life, to creep,and 
breath, and ſtink in the loathſomnefle of 1t, were worſe : 
what a ſight is it then to behold a man indued with na- 
turall life and breath,'to walk and crawle up and down 
voyd of the life of his life, dead, a meer Carrion, breath- 
ing death, death of grace1n his naturail lite,and ſtinking 
even above ground.,cven inthe noſtrills of God and man, 
whoareable to ſmell and viſfcern : Breathing corrupti- 
ons in Gods noſtrills, and caſting the noyſome favour of 
it 
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it before men ; loathſome Oaths, drunkenneſle, ſwear- 
ing, curſing, deceit, lying, falſhood : Not to ſpeak of in- 
ward loathſomeneſle, ofſelf-love, carnall eaſe, unclean 
thoughts, infidelity, hypocriſie, ſccurity, prophanenes, 
and the like; all theſe the Lord by his word diſcovers 
to the ſoule, And beſides, that foule deluſion of his 
heart, which makes him to think his wound to be heal- 
ed, when he can keep it ſweet : As if a Prince caſt out 


of his Throne, juſtly depoſed from his Crowne, into a' 


Dungeon, ſhould applaud himſelf 1n ſome of his beſt 
Robes and apparrel] : Soit 1s here, when hypocrites can 
furniſh themſelves with ſome of Gods attire, and pride 
themſelves in their knowledge, parts, wealth, wit, cre- 
dit, and eſteem, or ſome gifts of reſtraint, and morral! 
vertues, and abſtainance from evill, ſo thcy conceive 
themſelves thereby to be the perſons they are nor, and 
take a counterfeit ſhew of Parots tongues, or an Apes 
laughter, oran Image chattering, to be the true lite of 
grace,thelſethe Lord doth diſcover to the ſoule eftectu- 
ally and ſtirringly, where he will regenerate and beget 
again, he will cauſe the odijouſneſle of ſpirituall death 
and deprivall of GoJ, to pierce the ſoule to the quick, 
and will give it ſence and conſcience thereof, 

No little infant having loſt father, mother,and friends, 
all at once, no 1diot deprived of his wit and uncerſtan- 
ding, are mere fenceleſſe of their condition then this 
ſoul 1s, for being deprived of God, it is withall a foo] 
Ceprived of the ſences of it, andas a fool plealeth him- 
ſelte as much in his babble as 1n all the inheritances he 
hath loſt; ſo doth this foole 1n his painted ſheath of car- 
nall qualities and indowments of nature,which in truth 
doe as little grace him, as the gawdy Coat of a fool ſtript 
of his wits: AsIt was with Nebuchadnezzar, being dri- 
ven from his Kingdome and men, to live among Beaſts. 
Whether really or in his opinion he loſt as well the re- 
flection 
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fle&ion of his mind to tell him in what caſe he was as his 
underſtanding it felt, yea much more; ſo is it here a moſt 
miſer-ble ſpe&acle, to behold a creature miſerable, and 
thinking it ſelf poſelled of all rich cloathing and furniſh- 
ed with all necefſlaries. Once the Counſei of France fea- 
ring the mutiny of the people, upon the death of the 
King, deviſed a policy to array the dead body with all his 
wontedatire,&robes, putting the Scepterinto his hand, & 
a Crown upon his head, fo placing him upon his bed,and 
2J1 his Chamber richly beſet, and his curtains about him, 
and his pale face painted, that ſo by his being given out, 
and by ſome beheld, might deJude the people : So it w 
here, the dead foul befooled with her own deluſions, be- 
ing wholy miſerable, pleaſeth her ſelf with a dream that 
ſhe is otherwiſe, and this ſcrves her inſtead of life it ſelf : 
W here the Lord will Regenerate toa new lite, he brings 
the ſoul to the ſence of her loſle, by the light of his Law 
ſhining as in dark places, asthe light of che morning dif- 
coverstoa man, robbed inthe night, at once what a con- 
dition heis left in,and ſeaſes 1t with a ſpirit of miſery and 
beggery, really jgnorant now what to doe, wringing his 
hands, and ſaying, what ſhall become of me ?. how ſhall I 
live and paſle my life ? how ſtal-T aveyd the pinch of 
beggery, the ſhame of an undone man, that ſorrow that 
willenſue? Iſay, when once the - Lord ſavingly works 
this, for elſc it may vaniſh, he doth 1n ſeaſon preſent the 
ſoul with the news of another life to prevent utter fink- 
ing, and ſtays the heart thereby ; he ſhews it, that as loſt 
and forlorneas ſhe 1s, yet thereisa way to reſtore her for- 
mer integrity againe. | 

Now as touching th- way of the Lords firſt inlight- 
mentscfthe ſoulinit ; And ſecondly applies and faſtens 
it upon the ſame, he enJightens it into kindnefle. Firſt a- 
bout the order of this way : Secondly about the way it 
ſclte. Touching the order of 1t he tels her, That for as 
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much as ſhe once had thi: life and Image of God created 
in her, and hath wilfully loſt it ; therefore before he can 
reſtore her to it the ſecond time, hits juſtice, which 1s 
wronged by her ſins, and hath juſtly accuſed her for it, 
muſt firſt be ſatisfied, and the ſoule muſt apprehend this 
Sanctification to her ſelfe as her own, and by this means 
her guiltine(s and curſe muſt be waſhed off, and removed 
out of his way. for otherwiſe how can he and the corrupt 
ſoul be brought together, what communion can there be 
between fin and pureneſſe? Secondly, He enlightens 
the ſoul in the way it ſelf, to wit, that in his wiſdome and 
love he hath granted his own Son, true God, and thena- 
ture which was offended, to ſuffer the imputation of 
guilt, and the death which it procured in the nature, and 
tor the nature of guilty man, and by this ſuffering he ſa- 
tisfied juſtice to the full ; ſo that hereby by the way that 
fin had ſhut up might ſtand and lie open,fcr the reſtoring 
of poor Joit ſouls to their former nature and life of God a 
gain. Having thus enlightned the ſoul about this way, he 
then applies it tothe ſoul, and that by a ſecond cloſer 
work of his grace, for he applies this work of Regenera- 
tion by the inſtrument of his word and promiſes, which 
Is as a ſeed of his Regeneration, caſt into the womb of 
the ſoul by hearing it preached ; as St. James faith, Of 
his good will begot he us by the word of truth : This word 
carrieth with it a forming power of the ſecond birth, e- 
ven a creating of God in the ſoul. Againe, Secondly, 
T he efficient cauſe is the ſpirit of Regeneration, taking 


the word and caſting it into the ſou), there batching and 


cheriſhing the ſame till it hath formed Chriſt therein, 
who 1s the ſecond Adam, the true way and life, that 
quickning ſpirit. And Thirdly, He effects this in the 
ſoul by the power of faith, which receives this feed of 
the word, and this quickning of the ſpirit, and poleſſeth 
the ſoul therewith. 

Faith 
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Faith doth theſe two things. Firſt,it reczivs the way of 
this life into the ſou), which is the putting away of guilr 
and curſe, which 4dams fin contraqed, and that is pardon 
and forgiveneſſe. Secondly, it recetves therewith, and 
at once, the actual and real propertics, and nature of God 
toinherit and dwell in the foul :; and howſyeyer when 
Divines ſpeak of this work, they muſt properly ſettle 
Regeneration upon the Jatter, y«t in working and pra- 
ice it Is molt certain that it conſiſts in them both, I ſay, 
Faith, as St. Peter ſpeaketh, doth make us partakers « fthe 
divine nature in both, though the concciving of ſuch a 
myſtery exce. ds us 3 The Lord offers to a lo{t foul this 
word of promiſe, I will that thou O dead foul ſhalt live 
in my Son, I bcing ſatisfied by his death,am content that 
thy ſoul receive again this ite of mine again, I have no 
pleaſure 1n the death of a ſinner, wherefore turn ye your 
{clves and live, yea awake thou that ſleepeſt and ſtand 
up from the dead and Chriſt ſhall give you life, the dead 
ſhall hear the voyce of the Son of God, and they : hat hear 
it ſhall live;thcſeand the like promiles do offer life to all 
dead ſouls that need it, both life here,and hereafter glory. 
Cunception the leaſt iiep of thi+ life, by which the ſoul 
retains nd keeps this ſeed of life,ſuffers it not to paſſe a- 
wav and be ſpilt as an hypocrites, but digeſts and holds 
th: Promiſe to its {: 17, till jt have bred it longing of the 
app: tite, luſtngs afiera kinde of alterations of ſpirituall 
2ppetite, and a deſire after this life ; this 1s that 7faz*h 
means, Chyp. $5. 4. Incline your hearts and heirken unto mes 
that 3*, b« ſoaffe&<d with this promiſe of lite, that you 
do incline toward* 1t and maketo it, that we walk in 
Gods wav appcinted to bring youto it, be aff-Cted ſert- 
oufly with the excellency of this life. and the happy 
change tha: God offers you, that your ſouls do diligent- 
Iy enſue it in the means; ſo that inthis firſt work is con- 
tained the whole work of the Lords preparing the ſou! 
C 2 fur 
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for the receiving of this life, ſtanding in thoſ: many aff- 
tions created in the ſame by the glad tidings of this 


word of lite ; that is, it ſtirs the foul to mourn for ſo long 


livinga dead life, and reiſ'ijogthe ofſirs of life, ard reſt. 
ing in the ſhew of a falſe conception, 1t doth Jong after 
this exceeding great priviledg- to be partaker of the na- 
tmireand life ot God, it doth prize tt avove the moſt ex. 
cclenr interiour lite of this world, thouzh tt were 89/0- 
”0ns5 Felicity in compariſon of it, it empties it felfe and is 
voyded from all other hopes and deſires of life, even as 
{he womb that conceives mit be clear from all former 
conceptions, it uſeth all means which God hath appoyn- 
red with all eagerneſie of ſoul reſties till it obtaines it, 
The quickning power of the ſpirit of Promiſe, where- 
by the Lord iofuſcth this lite of God into the ſoul, which 


is nothing elſe ſave the ſouls breaking through the mani - 


fo'd ſtruggles and ſtrifes which ſelte and unbeliefe doe 
work withia, her ſelf doth obey the voyce and command 
ofthe Promiſe, that ſo it may live, as we ſze the nature 
of all fruits hath many changes, pangs, and ſtrives with- 
inthe womb ere it come to the birth ; So here, the ſou] 
hath manifold' reſiſtance and oppoſitions in her ſelfe a- 
gainſt the Promiſe, but cannot tell what to ſay of her ſelf, 
whether ſhe ſhould live or no, often gives over the Pro- 
mile as tO good, diſcourageth her ſelt by the preſcnce of a 
body of death which (till abides, and a weak baſe heart 
chuſing to lye ſtinking 1n her grave of death, and ſottiſh 
eaſe, and luſts, that ſo ſhe may turn back to her old vo» 
mit, and avoyd the trouble and difficulty of this new 
birth, : whea che ſoul comes out of the womb into the 
light; that is, diſcovers her ſe]fto be alive, and appre- 
hends, as I may ſay, her own life that God hath begotten 
her unto himſelf, which is the higheſt ſtep and degree of 
life which is bred in her, for as the fruit in the womb be- 


ing quickn:d, yet wanteth the full proportion of its mm 
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ll the forming pow:r of generation do by weeks and 
months more and more pertect and f:ſhon them all toa 
comely being, and creature, which at laſt is brought forth; 
{0 here, the poor ſoul haying received thelife of God in- 
ro her by her weak and poor Faith, ſcarce telt and percei- 
ves, vet by the ſecret power oithe {pirit gocth from de. 
greeto degree, that aithough ſhe hach nooriier ltieat the 
birth then in the quickning, zetthis lite 1s more appa- 
reat and vilibleevery day then other, till at Jait the (pi- 
rit talljn travel, and bringing to;th Chiilt formed in the 
ſou!,ſo that the fon] appears unto her {c]Land not others, 
toliveand to beleive, becauſenow the is 1n the light per- 
te and brought forth, ſothat the 1nf.int that is born, doth 
not more beray the naturall Nie by weeping, laughing, 
breathing, teeding, ſleeping, ſtirring, feeling, growing, 
then the lite of a believing {oule once brought forth ap- 
pears in the operations and works of th:new creature z 
and this 1s the eff<ct «f the ſealing {pirit of Baptiſm ad- 
ded tothe Promiſe,and (tabliihing the weak Farth of this 
poor intant, till it know it ſelfetolive and declare it to 
others by the fruits of Regeneration, 
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IV. JUSTIFIC ATION. 


V T Hich 1s contrary to the eſtate of guilt and curfe 

by fin, and by this benefit the foul obtains an 
earneſt of quietneſſe, and peace towards God, and that 
by clearing him, and acquitting him, at his Tribunall, as 
if ſhe had never offended fully and perfectly. 

A molt peculiar bleſſing, contrary to thoſe garboyls 
and horrors which conſcience felt being under wrath, as 
alſo to that rotten peace which he walked with through 
error, either one or other oi theſe is theſtate of ail jultt- 
fied ones, but when as once the ſoul is ſet at liberty and 
diſcharged 
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diſcharged by proclamation from theſe, there being no 
enemy to accuſe, neither will the Lord hold thy ſoul gil- 
ty, but ſpeaks peaceto it, fothat by this means it draws 
new breth and lives at other tearms of content and com- 
placency then before ; look what peace and welfare - 
dams innocency reflefted upon him before he ſinned, that 
doth Juſtification caſt upon the ſoul by forgivenes, fears 
areall tcattered by this perfect love of God received by 
Faith, n:2guilt or accuſation by fin, or any enemies with- 
out or within can now take place : look how diffcrent 
the ſtace of poor man 18 when he 1s moleſted with ſuites 
and pur in fear of loofing his whole eſtate by the wrong 
of an adyerſary,from that which he feels after he hath gor 
the day and 1s paſt all former fears ; ſuch 1s the odds be- 
tween the finfull andthe Juſtified foul, ſhe turns uato 
her reſt, as David ſpeaks, and eats, drinks, ſleeps, and 
works in peace, that her fleſh which was withered, and 
her bones conſumed with the ſcorching h: at of conſci- 
ence, the wound whereot who can bear ? now returns as 
the flc(h of alittle childe, hoice the holy Ghoſt never 
ceaſeth to magnifie this benifit, us Iſa. 57. T create thy 
fruite of the lips, peace to him thai is neare and afar off 5 its a 
work onely belonging to God, and above the firſt crea. 
tion, for the Lord is the onely former of the conſcience 

and thereforeits a work equal] to Gods power to create 

peace in it, and to reſtore 1t being lo{t, is far greater ; the 
Sea raging and calmed, doth not more ditter then the 


peace of conſcience from the rage and diſtemper of it ; 


therefore its ſaid, that Chriſt ſetl-d peace and ſtilied thi. ra- 
ging Sea of conſcience, Fph. 2.15, Having aboliſhed in his 
fleſh the enmiry, fo ſetling peace through the blood of 
his crofſe; ſo t hat by this means we may turn our mour. 
ning into dancing, the Lyon and the Lamb may feed to- 
gether, and the Childe may put his finger into the hole 
of the Aſpe, inward peace, bcoing outward, with An- 
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-gels, with men, with Devils, Death, and enemies : So 
againe, Chriſtis called 1/a.

T he eternall word, and alſo fleth, by che power of the 
holy Gholt, did by his bloo: y ſatisiaction cver intreat 
cur Father, pacifies his juſtice, and waſhed off our r:bel- 
tons and guilt with the curſe theieot from us, that fo we 
might patlle into the tormer priviledge of Sonſhip, aud 
whatever honour of grace appertained thereunto, and 
that by adoption ; foras a rich Prince having loſt his 
Son, takes another Child, not his own, and {trips him of 
his name and family, and cauſes him to rake his own 
name upon him, and to become his own, and give: him 
right to all that he hath, ana makes him his hei:e ; fo 
doth the Lord take us Poor loſt baſtards, ſtrips us of our 
names, and takes us into his ſtock, arrays us in his own 
robes, "ſets us at his own table, cauſeth us to forget our 
fathers hovſe, all the baſeneſſe thereof, reſtores us to the 
right of Sons of the Almighty, begat of his own ſecd and 
Spirit, and gives the Liberty of Sons, the title to all his 
creatures, with purenecfle without fear of ever being caſt 
out any more, till we come to poileile Heaven with 
himlelte for ever : Indeed there 1s difference between 
Gud- adoption and man-, for man adopts no Child if he 
have one of his own, but the Lord baving a moſt beloved 
Son of his, yet adopts us 10 be cohcirs 3 a man adopts Sons 
ſuch as may in ſome kinde content him, but the Lord a- 
dopts baſtards ſhewing that he looke not at any thing tn 
us but what his grace can betcem us : + man adopts to an 
earthly eſtate of better quality then before, but the Lord 
adopts toa bettereſtate in natureeven fromewarth to hea- 
ven toa bettcrthen 4damloft; a man agopts toaninhe- 
ritance which may leave the heir as bare of it a« tr ound 
lim, the Lord adopts to an eſtate unchangeabie wins!) 
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can nevyet be loſt as Adams was but 1s eternall and nn. 
defeatable, in theſe our priviledges of adoption exceed 
our creation, and now we become better ſons then ever, 
as Job after his recovery greater then before,even the firſt 
fruits of his creatures and the birthright of them. 

Here we are heirs under age and in our minority, we 
ſeem thereforelittleto differ from ſervants, yei from ab- 
jets, wondering often with our ſelves yea doubting how 
God ſhould mean us ſuch excellencies heresfter and yet 
endure that we ſhould be ſo baſe the while, weare as the 
Doves among the pots ſulled with the colour of corrup- 
tion ſmeared with the baſeneſle of affections, tanned by 
the ſun of perſecution, made the ſcorn of men and ſpecta- 
cle of Angels, yea we ſerve tor meere teniſballs, for ba. 
ſtards, to tolſe up and down, but yet weare even here Ja- 
cobs of God having the birthright, Zacobs feed was almoſt 
500 years old ere they recovered the birthright. In a 
word this world 1s a torall eclipſe of our adoption in re- 
ſpect of other mens eſteem ; yet the ſeed of God for our 
regeneration abides conſtantly in us, as the Sun by his 
means, it 1s with us in ſecret far otherwiſe then the malig- 
nant world could imagin ; it the Jews could have knowa 
the Lord of life they would never have killed him, but 
our honour 1s purpoſely hidden from them that our 
baſeneſle might conforme us here to our head. 

A true Son and daughter of God partakes ofthe Son- 
ſhip of Chriſt their head, the Angels worſhip Chriſt the 
ſame when he was brought into the world, and for his 
ſake the Angels are miniſ{tring Spirits, for the good of us 
and ours, the Father acknowledging Chriſt ſaying, This 
day have TI begotten thee, ſo doth God in him acknowledge 
thee for his Child and himſelte thy Father, the Father 
made Chriſt the heir of all things and all things which 
the Father hath arethine as thou art Chriſts, Chriſt was 


pittied by the Father 1n that he feared, and thy Father

will be afflicted with thee in all thy aflitions., 

Chriit was faithfull in all Gods houſe,as a Son fulf!- 
ling all rigateouſneſle ; 1f thou be a Son thy faithful fear 
and obedience ſhoulda ſhew it, the Lord Jeſus being the 
Lord of all yet denyed all even to a pillow to lean his 
head on and a holeto tide himſelte in, and thou if a Son 
{halc and wilt deny thy ſelfe and tyke up thy Croile and 
learn obedience by ſuffering diſpiſe the worl:i and com- 
pate all dung to win his acceptance : Briefly, if a Son 
then thou art an heir of God and co-heirs of Chriſt ; 
whatever 1s wanting here {hall be ſupplyed in Heaven, 
yet here thou ſhalt partake al] the good things of God, 
for why whom doth a Father provide for but for his 
Children? whole 1s all that he hath ſave theirs ?

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Edemption to two things. Firſt, thraldome and 
flayery 
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{lavery to ſin, and ſo to all enemies who by lin itrove to 
hold the ſou] under fear and bondage, Secondly, to the 
ſtiog and dint of all tuch croſles as {in hath brought in- 
to the world, as the tokens of Gods diſpleaſure for its 
Touching th firſt, Redemption tets the ſoule at liberty 
trom all that ſcrvitude and tiranny, it buys out and re. 
ſtores the ſoul tothe liberty of thereleaſed and ranſomed
